Control of Rickshaws Plying for hire and the Grant of Licences to Proprie- 
tors or Drivers of such Rickshaws in the Jullundur Cantonment.

2. In the Cantonment Fund Servants Rules, 1937, in sub-rule (1) of rule 39, 
for the figures and words “3J per cent or one half anna in the rupee” the figure 
and words "6i per cent” shall be substituted. 

3. These rules shall be deemed to have come into force on the 1st April, 1660.
